Taxpayers 
Assured Of 
Tax Increase

WASHINGTON, Sept. 29 —(TP)— 
An estimated tax increase o f be­ 
tween $5,450.000,000 and $7,200,- 
000,000—th e th ird tax bo o st since 
th e start o f th e Ko rean W ar—no w 
is v irtu ally assu red fo r Americans 
with in a few weeks. 


Th e senate last nigh t co mpleted 
actio n o n its v ersio n o f th e 1951 
general rev enu e-bo o sting measu re. 
Final passage was by a 57 to 19 
v o te after nine day s o f sto rmy , 
so metimes bitter debate. 


Th e senate bill carries $1,750,- 
000,000 less estimated rev enu e th an 
th e measu re passed by th e h o u se 
in Ju ne. Co nferees fro m th e two 
branch es will go t to geth er nex t 
week to try to wo rk o u t a co m­ 
pro mise figu re. 


One senate co nferee predicted 
to day th e final resu lt wo u ld be 
clo ser to th e senate v ersio n th an 
th at o f th e h o u se-pro bably aro u nd 
$6 .000,000,000. 


Th e final to tal is certain to be 
far less th an th e $10,000,000,000 
wh ich President Tru m an said was 
necessary to balance th e bu dget 
in v iew o f h eav y defense spend­ 
ing. 


As passed by th e senate, th e tax 
h ike wo u ld be th e seco nd largest 
in th e natio n’s h isto ry . In Septem­ 
ber, 19 50, th ree mo nth s after th e 
sh o o ting began in Ko rea, a $6,100,- 
000,000 general tax bo o st — th e 
largest ev er to beco me law — 
was enacted.

M anwaring pointed out that this

civilian and military requirem ents 
and also provide the badly needed 
exports for friendly foreign n a ­ 
tions. It will possibly m ake some 
increase in the current critically 
low carryover or reserve supply. 
In regard to the 
cotton loan 
program available to all cotton 
producers, he* outlined what it can 
do in the orderly m arketing of 
this year's crop. Spreading the 
marketing over a period of time 
beyond the actual harvesting sea­ 
son, he said, will help stabilize the 
market and protect prices. In or­ 
der to do this, he encouraged farm ­ 
ers to consider the advantages of 
placing at least one-half of their 
j crop in Government loan.

Tax Increase

WASHINGTON, Sept. 29—Í/P)— 
An estimated tax increase of be­ 
tween $5,450.000,000 and $7,200,- 
000,000—thi third tax boost since 
the start of the Korean W ar—now 
is virtually assured for Americans 
within a few' weeks. 


The senate last night completed 
action on its version of the 1951 
general revenue-boosting measure. 
Final passage was by a 57 to 19 
vote after nine days of stormy, 
sometimes bitter debate. 


The senate bill carries $1,750,- 
000,000 less estimated revenue than 
the measure passed by the house 
in June. Conferees from the two 
branches wdll get together next 
week to try to wrork out a com­ 
promise figure. 


One senate conferee predicted 
today the final result would be 
closer to the senate version than 
that of the house-probably around 
$6.000,000,000. 


The final total is certain to be 
far less than the $10,000,000,000 
which President Trum an said was 
necessary to balance the budget 
in view of heavy defense spend­ 
ing. 


As passed by the senate, the tax 
hike would be the second largest 
in the nation’s history. In Septem ­ 
ber, 1950, three months after the 
shooting began in Korea, a $6,100,- 
000,000 general tax boost — the 
largest ever to become law — 
was enacted. 
The senate bill would raise p e r­ 
sonal income taxes by around $2,- 
394,000,000 effective 
Nov. 
1. 
It 
would do this by levying an ad ­ 
ditional 11 percent tax on the tax 
each individual now pays except 
that those in brackets above $50,- 
000 would got som ewhat softer 
treatment. 
The house proposed to boost 
personal income taxes $2,854,000,- 
000 a year, by levying a 12'Y p er­ 
cent additional tax on everyone.
